I haye been new ‘prefent in thirteen Actions, but the 
laft, which hescened eftetday, exceeds any thing I have 
fen or heard trom older Officers, nor do I believe there 
has happened a fhaper Engagement in this Century. 

Our Generals having received Orders to fight the Ene- 
my at all Events from both their Courts, Attention was 
no longer paid to an excellent Scheme Count de. Gages 
had formed of ‘extricating us out of all-our Difficulty ;
